The “China Mail” has received 
from the Trade Office of 
the Bureau of Construction of 
Kwangsi, Bank of Canton Building, 
Hong Kong, a very lengthy type- 
written document headed “A State: 
ment by Li Tsung-jen and. Group 
(Contributed), It purports to have 
been signed by Li Tsung-jen, Tsow 
Shi-cheng, Tsung Shi-hou, Tien, 
Soong-yao, Lai Sing-hay, Yang Sen, | 
Hu Yo-tu, Lo Tse-chow, Li Chia-; 
yu, and Chen Tin-hsin. Underneath 
is the information: “Translated 
freely from Chinese copy). 

The document may be genuine 
throughout, even including ~ the 
typewritten names of the  signa- 
* tories, but there is no covering. let- 
ter signed in ink in the regular! 
manner by ‘Li Tsu g-jen or any 
others of the group mentioned. 

Apart from the breach in the ob- 
servance of the usual formalities 
the document itself is unfortunate- 
ly of such a nature as to preclude 
its publication in our columns by 
reason of the libellous and defama- 
tory statements with which it 
teems. The “China Mail’ is .as 
ready always to afford space for the 
propaganda of either the Kwangsi 
or the Kwangtung parties in the 
present unhappy conflict, but it 
must naturally be couched in tem- 
perate and reasonable Janguage, ir- 
respective of the objective of the 
authors in seeking publication 
thereof. 


MARTIAL LAW 
Ship Fired On By Shore 
Guards

Kongmoon, Yesterday. 

The situation here is normal.

CHIEF JUSTICE DEALS WITH 
TRICK. THEORY 


The Supreme Court was crowd-: 


ed this morning long before the 
resumption of the case between 
tle Treasury and the Hong Kong 
and Shanghai Banking Corpora- 
tion, : 

Mr. Eldon Potter, counsel for 
the plaintiff having concluded his 
final address to. the jury yester- 
day afternoon, the’ Chief Justice, 
Sir Henry Gollan, summed up at 
great length this morning. ~ 
His Lordship said that it was 
‘be regretted that so much 
valuable time of the jury was 
taken up in the.case, but that they 
must realise the importance at- 
taching to the issue of. the action. 

Bank. and Customer : 

For. many years, his Lordship 
said, the Bank and the Treasury 
had been on friendly terms ‘as 
banker and customer. It was one 
of the duties of the Bank to| 
honour cheques if properly sign- 
ed by the customer. If they had 
paid out on forged ‘cheques, they 
would have’ to stand the conse- 
quences. The issues in the action 
under review all centered on three 
cheques drawn on December 30, 
1927. The amounts, which were 
over $260,000 in all, were debited 
to the Government, and the Gov- 
ériment. now alleged that these 
amounts were wrongly debited, 
because the signatures of Mr. 
Messer and Mr. Black were not 
written by them nor by their con- 
sent. The defence said that the 
signatures were genuine and were, 
in fact, signed by Mr. Messer and 
Mr. Black. 


Cheque Forms Genuine 

Touching upon the circum- 
stances which gave rise to the 
action his Lordship said that it 
was quite clear that Carvalho Yeo 
was convicted of uttering forged 
cheques. The case was a very im- 
portant one, and that the jury 
must not allow themselves to be 
influenced by Yeo’s case. They 
were to decide the issues in this 
case according to justice and law. 
It must be remembered that the 
cheque forms were genuine 
enough. They were taken from 
the Government cheque books .and 
all the jury had to determine 
was whether or not the signatures 
were forgeries. 

His Lordship then reviewed the 
evidence as adduced by both 
parties and of the exhaustive ac- 
count - of the procedure in the 


Treasury as. given by both Mr. 
Messer and Mr. Black. | 
Coming to the theft. of the 60 
cheques, his Lordship said that 
the plaintiffs’ case was that if 
Tsang—GOn-wing was in the 
swindle, there was no object in 
stealing the cheques, Of course, 
the defence had given other views 
on that question. 
Vivid Imagination 
Commenting on the expert. evi- 


dence regarding handwriting, his | 


Lordship said “that handwriting 
experts were not infallible. How- 
ever honest a person might have 
been, there were many things 
which might -have tended to dis- 
tort his ‘handwriting. Dr. Sheli- 
shear had made many high claims 
for himself saying that he could 
detect any forgery if given the 
time and material; but then an 
expert also_possessed a high de- 
gree of imagination as evidenced 
in the point raised by Dr. 
Shellshear in regard: to the “C” in 
the signature -of Mr. Messer. 

Mr. Jenkin had -also foréefully 
argued. that if the cheques were 
forged, the forger must _necessari- 
ly possess high skill,” and if a 
man had that skill 
untenable to suggest that he would 
make such a silly’ Inistake in writ- 
ing the line under’ Mr. Messer’s 
signature, The' plaintiffs had also 
made-much of this point. It was

DISTINGUISHED CAREER 


‘London, Yesterday. - 
Sir Arthur Murchison Fletcher, 
has been appointed Governor of 
Fiji and High Commissioner of the 


[Sir Arthur George Murchison 
Fletcher, K.C.M.G., C.BE, CMG, 
who is at present ‘Colonial Secretary 
of Ceylon, was (as is well-known 
here) Colonia] Secretary of. Hong’ 
Kong for many years—until, in fact, 
a little more than . three: years ago. 
He came to Hong Kong in 1901 as 
a Civil Service cadet and gradually:

partments. Sir Arthur is the son of 
Dr. Fletcher of Highgate, London, 
and was born in 1878. In 1915 he 
married © Miss - Dorothy Rogers- 
Harrison, daughter of Lt.-Col. 
Rogers-Harrison, 1.M.S., and brought 
his—bride--to ‘Hong* Kong. They have 
two sons. In 1927, in the absence 
of the Governor, he administered the 
Government of Ceylon, While in 
Hong Kong Sir Arthur was widely- 
known, -and: his departure from. the 
Colony was made the occasion, beth 
by Chinese and Britons, of many 
kindly references to his work as an 
official.

SLOWLY BUT SURELY “MAKING 
GOOD” 


HER CAPACITY 70 PAY 


The moment when the question of' 
Germany's “capacity to pay” is be- 
ing examined -by an international 
commission seems an appropriate time 
to glance at her recent economic pro- 
gress so far as that progress may be 
discovered in the--ofheia! returns re- 
lating to industry, trade, and agricul- 
ture, writes Mr. A. J. Liversedge in 


|the “Financial News.” 


Wer have, of course, to’ remember 
that the Germany of to-day’ is mot 
quite the Germany of 1913. The dif- 
ference, in regard to the two most 
important factors, is shown in the 
following statement;— 

1913 1928 - 
Area in sq. miles 208,780 180,970 
Population 67,500,000 64,500,000 
Germany was, in fact,-deprived by 
the Treaty of Versailles of 6,500,000 
inhabitants; but as the population of |. 
that country increases at something 
between 1 and 1.5 per cent. per .an- 
num (more than twice the rate at 
which our population is growing), the 
losses’ of population due to the war, 
and the peace, will presently be more 
“than made good. i 

We have also to remember that the 
territory lost to Germany was not 
uncultivated prairie, but included 
some of her richest lands and impor- 
tant industrial sections. 

A great statesman on one occasion 
suggested . that the production of 
chemicals might be taken as a good 
index of a country’s economie pro- 
gress. In_ these days, coal, pig-iron 
and steel ingots and castings will 
make a better index, and reliable sta- 
tistics in connection with these pro- 
ducts are available. 

Coal Output 

In 4913 Germany produced 
190,000,000 metric tons of coal; in 
1928 the output was 151,000,000 tons, 
a drop of 39,000,000- tons. The 
course of production since 1919 is: 
shown on the appended chart No. 1. 
Jt will be seen that the maximum 
output since 1919 .comes in 1927, 
when it was 153,600,000 tons. The 
tremendous drop in the coal curve

from 1922 to 1923 was due partly to 


the chaotic conditions which prevail- 
ed in indeatry and finance. in 1923, 
when the ‘inflation madness reached 
its height; but also to the loss of 
the Upper Silesia coalfields to: -Po- 
land. The eurve .recovers next. year 
in a.remarkable fashion and moves 
steadily upwards till 1927, Still, this 
curve ends much below where it be- 
gins in°1913;° but it happens that 
Germany ‘has enormous. and almost 
inexhaustible deposits of brown ‘coal- 
lignite. In 1913 her production of 
lignite was only. 87,200,000 ‘tons; but 
since 1919 she ~has developed the 
lignite industry with so: much vigour, 
that last year the output exceeded 
"166,000,000 tons, nearly twice the 
output of 1913. It will be noted, 
from the chart, how steadily this de- 
velopment. has proceeded since 1919. 
The result is that the curve of total 
production of: coal and- lignite ends 
at a much higher level than where 
it begins in 1913, the excess of pro- 
duction in 1928 as compared with 
1913 amounting to 39,750,000 tons, or 
nearly 145 per cent.” 

Lignite has not the calorific value 
of good hard ‘coal; but if we’ take 
it that 10 tons of lignite are equal 
to eight tons of good coal we shall 
not be unduly appraising lignite. On 
this basis.Germany’s production. of 
coal and its equivalent in lignite in 
1928 amounted to 283,800,000 tons, as 


compared with 261,900,000 in 1913, |. 


an excess of 22,000,000 tons, or near- 
ly 8.5 per cent. The dotted curve on 
the chart shows the movement of 
total production on this basis, ~ 
f Intensified Production 

From whatever point of view we 
may look at these results they repre- 
sent an extraordinary development. 
Though deprived of some of her for- 


mer most importart coalfields, Ger- |° 


many has buckled to, intensified pro- 
duction in the coalfields that have 
been left to her, and developed her 
resources in lignite to such effect 


.that in 1926 she was already produc- 


ing a ‘large combined {otal of solid 
mineral fuel than the Germany of 
1918 produced in the. Jatter year, 

The remarkable character’ of the 
achievement is only enhanced when it 
is compared with what has happen- 
ed elsewhere in connection with coal, 
The following table compares the-out- 
puts of the chief coal countries of 
the world for 1918 and the average 
of the two Jast yeers:—

The great “increases shown in this” 
table for France and Belgium are, of 
course, largely due to territorial ad- 
justments arising out of the war. It 
is a melancholy reflection that, of all 
these six coal-producing countries the 
only one that does not show an ad- 
vanee on 1913 is the United Kingdom 
of Great_Britain and Northern fre- 
land, and here we register a-serious 
decline. The phenomenal increase for 
Japan represents pure national deve- 
lopment.

Since the begin-" 
ning of 1929 we have sold five steamers, 
purchased two, and had one new vessel 
delivered. In our new steamers we are 
increasing the refrigerated accommoda- 
tion in order to give méreé facilities for 
shipping’ this class of traffic to Con- 
tinental ports. 
Thames Passenger Service 

In shite of the good weather last sum: 
mer, the Thames passenger service was 
disappointing, There were five or six 
sailings daily from London, although, 
except at week-ends throughout the 
season, al] the passengers travelling 
could have bean comfortably carried by 
our “Crested Eagle” and “Golden 
Eagle;” even at the week.ends, except 
on one or two days, our three boats 
would have been sufficient, so it can 
readily be understood why this business 
in the past has not been profitable for 
all the steamers employed. As to the 
future, increasing’ competition with the 
motor coaches does not make the pros- 
pect any brighter, At the end of last 
season we decided to sell our third 
steamer—the “Eagle”—as, on acecountj 
of age, the cost of keeping her good 


condition for the trade was getting 
somewhat heavy. 

Just recently, owing to the other two 
companies in the Thames passenger 
business going into liquidation, and it 
seeming unlikely that any of the five 
ateamers owned by them would be run 
in the Margate service, we felt it was 
incumbent on our company to supply 
the tonnage‘necessary for that service. 
We therefore purchased the , Royal 
Sovereign for £5,500. Very large sums 
had been expended on this steamer in 
the last two years, and with some 
small alterations she will suit the re- 
quirements of our third sailing. But 
we must not forget that her course is 
nearly run, and that it will be neces- 
sary for us in the near future to. pro- 
ceed with the building of new tonnage. 

-Iam_ pleased to say~ that for the 
coming season we shal] have the advan- 
tage of the improved terminal in Lon- 
don-—the new Tower Pier. Since the 
war, the only pier available this side 
of Greenwich has been Old Swan Pier, 
with its unattractive approaches both 
by water-and land. We are grateful 
to the Port of London Authority for 


providing facilities more in keeping 
with the requirements of our great 
port. : . 

Speaking’ of our business in general, 
the prospects for. 1929 are fairly good, 
although the year commenced with a 
considerable handicap owing to the dis- 
location of trade by -the exceptionally 
heavy ice in, the Contingpial rivers. 
Harlingen was entirely closed for 
four weeks, Antwerp for one week (al~ 
most an unprecedented occurrence.) 
Hamburg and Bremen, although not. 
entirely closed, were seriously hamper- 
ed by ice for several weeks, In addi- 
tion to the loss incurred through dif- 
fieulty in moving cargo to the ports, 
almost all. our steamers trading to 
these places have suffered ice damuge.

|. drydock. It was decided, in 1926, to 
build a new entrance 1,000 feet long,

The largest drydock at Tilbury is 
now 697%% fect py 73 feet, and the new 
one will be 750 by 110 fect, with a capa- 
city for enlargement to a length of 
1,000 feet whenever requisite.

feait, sugar, grain, tobacco, provisions, 
wines, spirits, carpets, silks, rubber, 
furs, marble, ivory, feathers, spices, 
and'so on in endless variety. Timber 
and grain are practically the only com- 
modities imported in bulk. Rotterdam 
is an instance of a bulk cargo port, her 
principal imports being iron ore and 
grain, while “her chief export is coal, 

Incidentally it may be remarked that 
port accommodation and cargo handling 
facilities can be provided'at a cheaper 
cost at bulk cargo’ ports than at the 
others. At certain Amezican ports one 
is specially. struck by the extent to 
which it has been found possible to in- 
stal machinery to handle bulk cargoes. 
The capital expenditure required is 
huge, but the cost of handling per ton 
is small owing to the enormous quan- 
tities handled, .

5 Years’ Agreement 

Up to the end of 1928 Firemen were 
on a monthly engagement. It was 
then decided that, owing to the large 
number of ren who left the Brigade, 
for one reason oy another, after short 
periods of service, all Chinese members 
of the Brigade should be called upon 
to sign an agreement. for five years’ 
service, and provide a security of from 
$25 to $100 for the keeping of the 
agreement. This accounts for the 
large number of resignations in 1929. 
Memhers were given the option of re- 
sighing or signing a five years’ agree- 
ment. The places of these men have 
‘already been filled with the exception

Salary Adequate 
2.-~It is considered that the wages 
offered io the Chinese staff of . the 
Fire Brigade, in comparison with the 
wages ruling in other branches of Gov- 
ernment service, are adequate. In a 
report dated December, 1928, the Chief 
Officer wrote:—"There’ have been 
several revi of pay to the Chinese 
staff, and I consider that they are all, 
from Sub.

I do nol advocate any increase in 
fmoluments over and above any grant- 
ed generally to Chinese Government em- 
ployces, irrespeetive of the departments 
they are working in.” ‘Representatives 
of the varios ranks of the Fire 
Brigade attended before the Salaries 
Commission which has recently conclud- 
ed its sittings) No complaints regard- 
ing wages heve been brought to the 
notice of the authorities. : 
Physical Strength 
3.—The three principal causes of

Mr, Potter Continues 

Continuing his final address to 
the jury yesterday afternoon, Mr. 
Potter . said that there was no 
foundation whatever to support the 
trick theory.

Beastly Suggestion 

Mr. Potter commented it was 
har to suggest Mr, Messer was 
lying in face of his sworn evidence 
that he had not signed the cheques 
and had never signed blank cheques. 
Mr. Potter added .he did not intend 
any rudenegs to Mr, Jenkin but it 
was a beastly suggestion. It was 
not a nize word but he could not 
think of a better one at the moment, 

If a man signed cheques in blank 
he deserved 10 be dismissed from 
the Treasdry within an hour's 
notice. Was Mr. Messer’s word 
taken as a denial2—No. Was 
there a scintilla of’ evidence?—No. 
Mr. Black and Mr. Messer had said 
emphatically that they had never 
signed cheques in blank and Mr. 
Messer was not: cross-examined on 
it. 

If Mr. Jenkin wanted to say that 
Mr. Messer was a liar, let him come 
out and, say so if he wanted to. 
The law was no respecter of per- 
sons. 

“If you don't accept his word tell 
him he is a liar instead of waiting 
until another witness ves into the 
box. Jam sure Mr. Jenkin would 
not be intentionally: unfair but he 
has, at least, been unwittingly un- 
fair to him on that point and he 
has never withdrawn it.”” 

Men Born of Woman 

With regard 4o Mr. Messer’s writ- 
ing, counsel for the defence had 
stated that “no man born of 
woman” but Mr. Messer could have 
signed the cheques. Counsel would 
ask “What man born of ‘woman 
stole the cheques on which the 
signatures appeared?” (Laughter).

“It is not only the working classes 
who ‘are hard-up nowadays. So 
greatly are some of the member's of 
well-known. ‘families feeling the 
Pinch that they are . pawning (or 
selling their treasures. | 

“In the last year or so I have had 
several coroncts and diamond tiaras 
in pawn, and it is quite common to 
be- asked to advance money on 
valuable jewellery, gold boxes, 
lockets, - antique silver, pictures, 
miniatures, and family heirlooms. 

“One ‘day a woman drove up to 

my premises in a beautiful saloon 
car, and calmly asked me if I 
would take it in pawn. “I advanced 
her £300 on it, and had it driven 
round—to-a—garage. —“Some—weeks 
afterwards the woman redeemed it, 
and paid the garage rent in addition 
to the interest. 
“ “Yowas not so lucky over a similar 
transaction “before the War. A 
sportinig™*-man.asked me to accept 
a horse and gig for a loan, and 1 
agreed. . “I had. it looked after at 
stables in the West End... That 
horse simply ate its head off, and 
when I ‘had to have it séld ‘I was 
well out of pocket.° 

“There are in London to- day 
many women who regard the pawn- 
broker as a convenient storekeeper 
for their furs in summer. Regular- 
ly every spring they bring us their 
furs, and securs some nominal ad- 
vance on them... “They know that 
we will put the furs in cold storage 
during the hot weather and look 
after them carefully. They regard 
the interest charged as money well 
spent in the upkeep of their clothes. 
“At the first cold snap they are back 
to redeem their coats. 

“I have often advanced money on 
cigars, wines and champagnes, and 
it used to be quite common for some 
pawnbrokers to advance money to 
wholesalers.on chests of tea, barrels 
of butter and evén stocks of tins of 
sardines. eee 

“I have even’ known the  pro- 
prietors of a laundry who regularly 
every Monday pawned their flat- 
irons for fourpence each, then took 
them out again on Friday to do 
their ironing. 

“Among the most pathetic case 
are the people—usually women— 
who pawn some treasured trinket, 
and then for sentimental reasons go 
on paying the interest for years in 
the hope of eventually being able to 
redeem their property. “I have 
known them to pay this interest for 
many years, Then the payments 
suddenly cease.”

ROME’S HIGH-DAY 


PAST MASTERS IN THE ART 
OF PRODIGALITY 

Fof extravagant living the re- 
cords of the ancient Romans will 
probably never be surpassed. There 
was Nero, for instance, who had a 
thousand carriages at his command 
and often took them ‘all along with 
him when he yent on a journey. 
His mules were shod -with silver and 
his servants bedecked with gold. 
He dwelt, “Like a man,” in a palace 
with porticoes a mile long and a 
vestibule large enough to hold a 
statue of himself one hundred and 
thirty feet high. Poppaea, Nero's 
wife, maintained a herd of five hun- 
dred she-asses, at home and abroad, 
to supply milk for her daily. bath. 


Caligula’s favourite horse wore a} 


purple harness and a collar of pearls 
and had a marble stall with a trough 
of ivory. 
Roasted Song Birds 

In Cicero's time there was a 
spend-thrift,. given to the pleasures 
of the table, who paid a fabulous 
sum for a dish of roasted song 
birds. Caligula -:is said to have 
squandered a hundred times that 
amount on a single repast. Mark 
Antony bestowed a city of thirty- 
five thousand population upon a 
chief who ‘had prepared for him an 
especialiy*well-cooked meal. 
. Nero had an acquaintance who 
owned a wine ladle that was made 
of a substance . called murrha and 
was worth a king's ransom.- Rather 
than let the precious article fall into 
another's hands, he dramatically 
and most effectively smashed it to 
pieces, when about to die. 

Silver Gridirons 

Fish was a popular food of the 
Romans and most of the mansions 
of the wealthy had built-in pools 
stocked with a living aupply. The 
finny creatures were caught on gold 
hooks and broiled ‘om silver gridi- 
rons, usually in’ sight of dinner 
guests. “Some of tthe fish, mullet, 
for example, were ‘worth a goodly 
sum apiece. Yet these were an 
insignificant item - on a bill-of fare 
of any pretensions. Costly dishes 
such-as tiage tongues,’ peacock’ 
brains and parrot heads topped. alist 
of exotic delicacies. ‘Caesar served 
a.typical Roman full-course dinner 
to sixty-six thousand persons dur- 
inglthe ceremonies attending the 
burial of a daughter.:.

ERROR or, JUDGMENT BY 


“ACCELERATE EXTENSION” 

A verdict : of “Death by ‘mis- 
adventure” was: yesterday after- 
noon retained . by the Coroner's: 
jury whieh ‘sat’ with Mr. T. S. 


Whyte-Smith to inquire into the 


circumstances attending ~_ the 
deaths of three Chinese.. They 
were killed as the result of an 
aeroplane accident at the Kai 
Tack aerodrome on the evening of 
April 27. A Fairey ’plane piloted 
by Lieut: A. O. Watson, R.N, 
crashed through the fence at the 
landing stage and then hit a tea 
shed when landing on its return 
from escorting H.R.H. the Duke 
of Gloucester on the latter’s de- 
parture from the Colony on 
HLM, “Suffolk.” ; 
A Wrong Impression 
In his address to th 

Coroner said that. there’ was.. 
wrong impression in the Colony 
that “the aerial escort .accom- 
panied H.M.S, “Suffolk” beyond 
Lyeemoon Pass amd that by the 


|time the ’planes returned “to the 


Aerodrome. it was. too "dark to 
effect a proper landing. This had’ 
been exploded .as untrue by the 
evidence. The flight had not gone 
beyond Kowloon Bay and when 
they returned. to the Aerodrome 
‘it.was 6.40 p.m. and it was not 
dark, although the light was be- 
ginning to fail. . Lieut. Watson 
could see the boundary fence 
clearly. 

When Lieut. Watson touched 
the ground in an attempt to land 
he was only about 200 yards from 
the boundary ‘fence. He: réalised 
that he would not be able to pull 
up and he accordingly put on full 
throttle in an attempt to rise. 
He was too low to turn, and both 
his passengers, Sergeant Kent 
and A.B, Gibbs said that to take 
off again wags quite a feasible 
thing to do. The pilot had only 
two alternatives—to run into the 
fence or attempt to take off again. 

“T think it is almost impossible 
to say which was the right thing 
to do,” said the Coroner. The 
speed at which the ’plane landed 
has a great bearing on the ques- 
tion. On preparing for landing, 
a ‘plane we learn, travels at 70 
m.p.h, and at about 55 when about
